President Philip Murray of the CIO United Steel- 


workers ordered the walkout in these words: 


"In the absence of a wage agreement, our members 


have no alternative other than to cease to work." 


In a statement issued a few minutes after he was 


told of the court decision, Murray said: 


"At the same time I call upon the various steel 


companies to participate in collective bargaining con- 
ferences with the representatives of the United Steel- 
workers, looking toward the perfection of a contract 
firmly based upon the recommendations of the Wage 
Stabilization Board."

Senator Taft Says U. S. Foreign 
Policy Needs Strong Air Power 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Sen. Robert A. Taft says a strong American 


foreign policy must be built around air power potent enough to protect 
this continent from attack and capable of bombing Russia's heartland. 


On this score, the Ohio .senator 


said, the administration and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, his princi 
pal opponent for the Republican 
presidential nomination, have fail- 
ed 


Taft said "there has been a 


steady deterioration in our compar- 
ative air power, which began while 
Gen. 
Eisenhower was 
chief of 


staff." 


The 
administration, Taft 
de- 


clared, has permitted this nation 
to lose the air supremacy it had at 
the end of World War II while 
spending billions of dollars on 
overseas handouts. 


In a speech broadcast nationally 


by NBC yesterday, the Ohio sena- 
tor made only passing mention of 
Elsenhower by name but he ap- 
parently was having his say before 
the general makes his first political 
speech in Abilene, Kan., Wednes- 
day. Eisenhower arrived here from 
Paris yesterday to start winding 
up his military duties before be- 


ginning a self-limited presidential 
nomination campaign. 


Taft linked President Truman, 


Secretary of State Acheson and 
Eisenhower to America'* current 
foreign policy. He said this policy 
"is maintaining neither our secur- 
ity nor our peace nor our solven- 
cy." 


Taft said his GOP opponents at- 


tack him whenever he differs with 
adminlstinlion foreign policy, add-' 
ing: 


"They seem to be afraid that a

Acheson." 


"We cannot afford to nominate a 


candidate who will not condemn 
th<» utter failure of Mr. Truman's 
administration," Taft Mid,

The constitution did not sub- 
ject this law-making power of con- 
gress to presidential or military 
supervision or control.

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German Treaty Is Symbolic of 
Will to Save World From Reds 


With the signing of the German peace contract, another 


historic stride has been taken toward stability and new' 
strength for the western world. 


Only a short time ago the Allied treaty with Japan took 


effect. But admittedly there is a vast difference between 
that agreement and the German accord. 


The pact with Germany does not cover the whole nation, 


but only the western zones occupied until now by U. S., Brit- 
ish and French troops. Since jthe Russians occupy East 
Germany and we could not get together with them on a 
treaty for all Germany, we have done the next best thing. 
If and when the country is unified, our treaty will apply to 
all areas. 
Not many days back it had begun to look as if really 


grave obstacles to the new German agreement were rising, 
especially among Chancellor Adenauer's own majority coali- 
tion of parties. Temporarily, at least, that has now changed. 
Opposition from the chancellor's close supporters has been 
muted. 
* 
* • 


But though the entire free world may herald the signing 


of this treaty, there can be no easy assumption that the 
sailing will now be smooth. The powerful German Social- 
ists, led by the implacable, dyspeptic Kurt Schumacher, are 
stoutly against the treaty and will buck it" hard when it 
comes up for ratification in the Bonn Parliament. 


The past also must be ratified, of course, in the U. S. 


Senate and the British and French legislatures. The Labor 
Party's attitude suggests that in Britain, if nowhere'else 
among the non-German signatories, trouble may develop. 
The leftist Laborites echo the Schumacher argument that 
this agreement wrecks any early chance for German unity. 


Whatever the effect upon unity, the treaty does give 


West Germany most of its sovereignty back. It formally 
ends the Allied occupation, though not the presence of Allied 
troops on German soil. Hereafter they are there as friend 
and protectors, much the same as American troops are in 
Japan.

In return for restoration of its civil powers, West Get 


many has pledged itself to rearm and recruit some 12 diyi 
sions of 300,000 men. These units would be incorporated in 
the projected new six-nation European defense army. 


Thus the groundwork is laid for West Germany to be 


come a potent, independent ally of the Allied nations in their 
continuing struggle to save the world from encroaching com 
munism. This is only the first step toward that goal, bu 
it is a major commitment and therefore it deserves th< 
plaudits of all free men. 


The Russians and many another will rail'against this 


treaty as destructive of hopes for peace. In actuality it is 
the opposite. It represents, as did the Japanese treaty, a 
courageous effort to bring back into the family of free 
nations a former enemy. It stands out as a constructive ac 
symbolic of the will to muster every available >ounce o 
strength against tyrannical Communists. 


To the extent that the free peoples are able to fulfill th« 


promise of such acts as the German peace treaty, the out 
look for peace will not be lessened but enhanced.

Very few part score contracts 


develope exciting situations. It may 
be difficult to make seven or eight 
tricks, but difficulty and texcite- 
ment are not necessarily the same. 


In today's hand, however, 
I 


think we have the exception—an 
exciting hand played at only two 
clubs. The end situation is very 
unusual and I suspect that most 
players will not forsee it even 
though they can see all of the 
cards. 


When North opened the bidding 


with one spade, South toyed with 
the idea of raising to two spades. 
He finally decided that his ft»nd 
was too strong for a simple raise; 
and he therefore temporaized by 
bidding his long suit. North was 
glad to pass since he had made a 
very doubtful opening"bld. 


West opened the king of heart 


and continued with the ace. After 
some hesitation, West then shifted 
to a trump. 


Declarer played a low trump 


from dummy and East won with 
the queen of hearts and led the 
turned a low trump to dummy's 
ace. Declarer now tried the dia- 
mond finesse and was somewhat 
relieved when the queen of dia- 
monds held. He next cashed the 
ace of diamonds, hoping that the 
king would drop.

vember when he fell in his apart- 
ment while playing with his two 
adopted children, Adrienne. 12, 
and John jr., 9. 


Few, if any, men had as much 


nfluence on educational thinking 
of his time. Dewey's idea was

:he individual child rather than on 
the subject. 


A native of Burlington, Vt., 


Dewey graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Vermont in 1879 and took 
lis doctor of philosophy degree 
from Johns Hopkins university, 
Baltimore, in 1884. 
He started 


caching at once and continued 
this career until retiring after a 
quarter century at Columbia uni- 
versity. 


The philosopher married 
Alice 


Jhipman in 1886. They had six 
children, of whom four 
survive, 


and an adopted child. Mrs. Dewey 
died in 1927. He married Mrs. 
Lowitz Grant in 19J6. She sur- 
vives.
